write as many as a basket fu ll of 
letters in a d ay and wou ld nev er mail 
them and that she wou ld , in the end , 
hav e to sweep them ou t, and most 
of them were stamp ed . 
Dr. Fletcher Wills, son-in-law of 
Dr. Howard , of Ind ianap olis, whom 
Dr. Howard accu sed of 
being the 
father of two of his child ren, took 
the stand this morning and d enied 
the allegation. 
He said that he had 
believ ed that his father-in-law was 
going insane after the d eceased sec­ 
ond wife’s d eath and his marriage 
to Mau d e Donelle. 
His testimony 
p ractically clinched the facts related 
by other witnesses. 
The trial will 
last for at least two weeks more.

Total Prohibition means so much that I believ e 
I am justified in sav ing that no man can support it unless he be blinded to the true conditions by an 
impassioned plea from the fanatics who base their arguments on mistatements and hypocrisy, urged on by 
a set of men who style themselv es the Anti-Saloon League, a few indiv iduals as cunning as any set of 
grafters in the country banded together for the sole purpose of gain to themselv es. If prohibition would be 
realized what would be the. resuits. 
FIRST. You would atone sweep take away the means of a liv elihood from 500,000 men and all who depend 
on them. 
Just stop and consider what that means—one out of ev ery thirty v oters of the United States,, 
for the people employed in the liquor trade are practically all v oters. 
What does the fanatic prov ide for 
these men to do? 
SECOND. \ Tou would do away with an industry that affords a market for about one-third of the corn 
crop of this country, nearly all of the rye crop, practically the entire crop of barley, all of the hops, also 
the v ast products of the v ineyards and a great per cent, of the apple and peach crops.

If that is an av er­ 
age for Rush county, then the sixteen saloons here really pay in taxes $48,000.00 annually, or in the State of 
Indiana on 5000 saloons, $15,000,000.00 annually.

liv ing from one-thirtieth of the v oting population of the country, also doing away with a business that consumes 
a v ery large per cent, of the total products of your farm?
